A local man and his brother 
are credited with saving Jo¬ 
anne Bockian’s Sierra Madre 
law office from total destruc¬ 
tion early Monday in an 
electrical fire that caused 
$13,000 damage to the struc¬ 
ture and about $20,000 to the 
contents, all uninsured. 

Dana Hall from Sierra 
Madre and his brother, Jim, 
from Azusa, were driving 
by at S a.m. on their way to 
work as carpenters in Glen¬ 
dora when they saw flames 
licking at the windows in the 
house which is converted to 
an office. 

Their only concern was for 
any humans inside the burn¬ 
ing structure, they say, so 
Dana pounded on the back 
door, finally breaking it in.

Meanwhile, Jim turned the 
garden hose on the structure, 
yelling at sleeping neighbors 
all the time to call the fire 
department. 

Dana says he crawled into 
the house but the heat caused 
him to back out immediately. 
That is about the time the 
fire department appeared on 
the scene, called by about 
15 neighbors who were wak¬ 
ened by the Hall brothers. 

“We didn't think, we just 
acted. Were there people in 
there? Get to them fast,” the 
Hall brothers stated Tuesday 
evening. 

“Everyone would have 
done what we did,” Dana 
said modestly. 


estimates the beginning of 
the fire at about 2:30 a.m. 

Joanne Bockian believes 
the office will be operable 
this week even though the 
damage was great. She and 
her husband cleaned the in¬ 
terior, vacuuming debris and 
boarding up windows until 
others could be installed. 

“I’m not going to shut 
down business just because 
of a fire,” plucky Bockian 
stated. She continued that a 
licensed electrician who is a 
client has volunteered to as¬ 
sist with redoing the electri¬ 
cal work at no charge. 

“The Fire Department did 
an absolutely unequivocally 
professional and superior 
job,” she noted, explaining

that Sierra Madre Volunteer

she gestures as she talks about 
marrying her Armenian- 
English husband. His back¬ 
ground was fascinating with 
an English grandfather in the 
army in India. “All were 
murdered but my husband’s 
grandfather and he was raised 
in a Methodist mission. He 
married a girl who was also 
left an orphan and raised in 
the mission. My husband’s 
mother was Armenian and the 
family had a spice caravan 
going from India across the 
Persian Gulf.” 

After Helen and her hus¬ 
band, a dentist with a practice 
in Alhambra, lost their five 
acres of land in 1933 to an 
Arcadia school, they decided 
to buy the big house in Sierra 
Madre because all four chil¬ 
dren were home. 

“We also had our ‘add¬ 
ons,’ children who came to 
stay with us from time to 
time. Sometimes they were 
children who went to school 
with Lorna or someone who 
needed a home for a year. 


For my 80th birthday 
bration 1 had five of our 
ons.” 

Where did her parents come 
from? Originally from the 
Midwest but they came to 
California in 1908, then re¬ 
turned to stay in 1910. “I’m 
almost a native.” 

Her father was a plumber 
and she says she was her 

mother cteu^hicvr, worlcin^ 

around the house, but also her 
father’s boy. “I sewed and 
cooked but 1 was always in 
the garden with dad. t could 
do almost anything he could 
do but 1 never learned to 
change a tire.” 

That worries her a bit since 
at 82 she’s still driving. In 
fact, for her 82nd birthday in 
June she was granted a license 
for four more years. 

“I’m a Gemini, you know, 
and they are always able to do 
things with tools. Of course,

they are,” she nods. 

What else does she do with 
her time?

sent it upstairs where they ac¬ 
tually made the cigars. 

“The darker the tobacco 
the s,'ronger which made the 
lighter, milder tobacoo more 
expensive,” Morrison remem¬ 
bers. “We’d take the tobacco 
out, wet it and pull the center 
stem out and throw that away. 
I’d put a pad on my knee and 
fold the tobacco until it was 
an inch thick, then put it in a 
box where it would stay moist. 
The six cigar makers my 
grandfather employed would 
cut it in the right shape, place 
the filler in the center and roll 
the leaf. They placed each 
one in a mold and left it for 
24 hours. It would be wrapped 
in a light-colored thin piece 
of tobacco and one end would 
be cut so it would fit in the 
box of 50 cigars. Then vanilla 
water would be sprinkled on 
all those cigars. We would put 
vanilla beans in a 5-gaIlon jug 
and that’s the water we would 
use to make the cigars smell 
good.” 

Morrison continued, “They 
were always placed in cedar 
boxes, then my grandfather 
would tie a bunch of boxes 
together and put the string of 
boxes over his shoulders and 
go by foot into Los Angeles 
to sell his cigars. Once a week 
he would go down to Hunting- 
ton Drive and walk his route, 
delivering on his way into L.A. 
and taking orders. Once in 
awhile he’d take a horse and 
buggy but most of the time he 
walked it.” 

Morrison’s father worked in 
Shorty Steinberger’s garage. 
When he decided to go into 
business for himself, he put 
up a tin building on the back 
lot of 34 N. Baldwin, then in 
1928 he built a structure at 
Montecito where the garage 


stood for many years. 

Norm and his brother, 
Wayne, took over then. The 
Sierra Madrean was just out 
of high school and had gone 
to business college when his 
dad got sick so he went into 
the business. 

Friends reminisce that 
Wayne build race cars but. 
Norm Morrison says, “After 
we killed Johnny McCracken 
we quit. Someone spun out 
and tapped him with the left 


Force overhauling aircraft 
engines for several years be¬ 
ginning in 1940 in Sacramento 
at McClellan Field.

It was time to return to 
Sierra Madre and by 1953 he 
took over his formerly-leased 
garage and it wasn’t until 
April 1, 1976 that he retired.

How to survive 
the heat... 


How to survive the heat, with an errtphasls 
on suggestions for the elderly was the message 
Issued by Joseph M Kaplan, president of the 
Greater Los Angeles Chapter National Safety 
Council. 

Common sense measures were highlighted 
throughout the statement on how to prevent 
excessive heat problems such as heat exhaustion 
and heat stroke. Many elderly were among the 
1265 who died In the heat wave in 26 States 
during the summer of 1980. 

— Avoid heavy activity during the hottest 
part of the day. Put off household chores until 
the cool of the evening. Stay inside or in the 
shade and relax. 

— Slow your pace and take frequent breaks 
to help you cool down. You simply can’t expect 
as much of your body when temperatures are 
torrid. 

— Be sure to drink enough water or other 
fluids. People often do not realize they are be¬ 
coming dehydrated until too late. Alcohol further 
depletes the body of fluids, so avoid alcoholic 
drinks. 

— Physicians today feel that most people 
get adequate salt in their diets and do not need 
extra salt to replace what is lost in sweat.

lic service signs which 
may produce a changing 


message with lights, sub¬ 
ject to approval of the 
Planning Commission. 

B. Animated signs. 

C. All signs on awnings... 
“off-site” signs...out¬ 
door advertising struc¬ 
tures...signs employing 
exposed neon tubing... 
signs painted on the sur¬ 
face of buildings...aban¬ 
doned business signs. 

D. Signs on public prop¬ 
erty or right-of-way unless 
otherwise authorized with¬ 
in this ordinance.

My Foothills Garden 

by Gordon Baker Lloyd 


Everywhere 1 move in town, 
folks are asking about fleas, 
from druggists to home 
gardeners. TTiere are many 
ways to do this, but my ex¬ 
perience has been the follow¬ 
ing. First, get rid of the fleas 
in the lawn and garden areas. 
Ortho’s Diazinon will do this 
in granular form. Second, take 
care of the fleas in the house. 
Furniture, cracks, pet bedding, 
floors, doorways. Dexa-Klor 
Flea and tick control in its 
own spray bottle will do this. 

I would use separately your 
" vet’s suggestions on what to 
use on the cats and dogs. I 


know there are things that do 
wide control, but I feel this 
will work the best. 

Ageratum means the colors 
are always constant and 
clear...the early ones planted 
often sow themselves in July, 
and because of heat will form 
new plants in August and 
start blooming. Anyhow, now 
is a good time to go to the 
nursery to get them...note 
varieties range from 3 inches 
to around 6-9 inches in height. 
Plant about 8 inches apart. 
They will bloom in Sierra 
Madre clear up into January 
and sometimes even later. 


They love a well-drained soil, 
high in organic matter. Plant 
in very light shade into full 
sun. 1 saw a bed the other day 
with zinnias in the background 
and ageratum as an edger.

Should (Commercial Riming 
Be Allowed In Wee Hours? 

(This letter was sent to Mayor 
Carl Griffin, members of the 
City Council and to the City 
Administrator with a copy to 


the Sierra Madre News. Ed.) 

I wish to protest the action 
of the City of Sierra Madre 
in granting a permit to a com¬ 
mercial television unit for the 
purpose of making a film for 
Genie Garage Door Opener, 
on Wednesday, July 28, 1982, 
such permit being granted for 
filming in a residential neigh¬ 
borhood until 12:00 midnight. 

Commercial television does 
not seem appropriate in a 
residential area between the 
hours of ten o’clock in the 
evening and one o’clock in 
the morning. The filming 
ceased at midnight, but the 
assembly of the equipment 
and departure of the crew 
took a full hour. A witness 
to the departure time is the 
person who was caring for the 
neighbors’ Newfoundland 
dogs, which were returned to 
the property at one o’clock 
in the morning. 

Television production on 
Elm Street does not seem to 
be in the best interest of the 
property owners at any time 
of day. The narrowness of 
this street does not provide 
adequate parking for the large 
vehicles used by the television 
industry. 

1 would recommend that 
the city be most careful in 
granting such variances. The 
wisdom of space between 
buildings on adjoining pro¬ 
perties protects each occupant 
from some measure of invasion 
of privacy. 

I will appreciate your atten¬ 
tion to this problem. Although 
1 am in sympathy with the 
financial plight of the city, 1 
do not feel that the residents 
should have to sacrifice their 
privacy, property rights, and 
sleep, to put money in the 
city’s coffers.

At Page we were met by 
the free limo service to steam¬ 
ing Wahweap Marina where 
we watched children’s ice 
cream cones melt before their 
eyes. The 27-ft. Glasstron 
boat owned by friends gently 
swept us into its cool interior 
and we started our 46-mi. 
water trip to the houseboat 
camp in Cathedral Canyon 
near Rainbow Bridge. 

The water spewing up from 
the sides of the boat was ice 
cold because of Lake Powell’s 
great depth. In fact, immedi¬ 
ately back of the dam the 
water is more than 550 feet 
deep and contains some of 
the lake’s finest game fish. 

Rising in and out of the 
gorges of sheer red-ridged 
walls the sky rose deep blue 
to match the lake water. It 
is amazing that until 1963, 
maps of this region showed 
the Colorado River, its 200- 
mile long Glen Canyon and 
remote, lifeless plateaus gouged 
here and there by these gorges. 
Today the river is gone and 
Lake Powell occupies most 
of Glen Canyon revealing 250 
square miles of recreational 
water. 

Gkn Canyon Dam’s multiple 
purposes were to “create a 
reservoir to provide conserva¬ 
tion storage, abate floods, 
provide fish and wildlife con¬ 
servation and produce elec¬ 


trical energy.’’ Lake Powell 
is the youngest of five great 
reservoirs created by damming 
the Green and Colorado 
Rivers. At full pool, it is 3700 
feet above sea level and has a 
shoreline 1900 feet long. It’s 
immense. 

Living in a 50-ft. houseboat 
is fun, great fun. That first 
night 1 had to be talked into 
tucking inside the cocoon of a 
sleeping bag that was placed 
on the roof of the houseboat. 
And it was one of the greatest 
experiences of my life so far. 

Out there the expanse of 
dark blue sky studded with 
trillions of heaven’s lights can¬ 
not be described. Now and 
then one of us would spot a 
satellite slowly arcing the sky 
from one corner to another. 

It took me awhile to get 
used to the whirr of bat wings 
and to lie still while many bats 
swished and dipped over us 
clearing our air of gnats and 
mosquitoes. 

After another huge meal (we 
were famished in that clear, 
water-filled air) we took off 
after breakfast for Rock Creek 
Canyon where we could see 
petroglyphs and pictographlT

nomena and lack of room pro¬ 
hibits description of some of 
the more interesting parts of| 
this area. 

Lake Powell was named for 
John Wesley Powell, the dar¬ 
ing geologist-adventurer who

generations of geology. 

spent much of his post-Civil 
War life exploring and map¬ 
ping uncharted, unfamiliar 
regions of the West. 

On May 24, 1869 he and 
nine companions launched 
four tiny boats at Green River, 
Wyo. On Aug. 30 Powell 
and three boats with five of 
the men emerged from the 
depths of the Grand Canyon. 
Four of the party had deserted; 
three of those were killed by 
Shivwits Indians. 

Those who survived that 
original Powell river expedi¬ 
tion had suffered many ex¬ 
tremes of privation and 
tragedy. But they were the 
first to see the earth’s most 
complete record of its geology 
exposed only in the color¬ 
ful strata of the Colorado’s

Los Angeles County As¬ 
sessor Alexander Pope re¬ 
minded people recently of a 
little-known program that al¬ 
lows senior citizens to defer 
property taxes on owner-oc¬ 
cupied homes as long as there 
is sufficient cash value in the 
property to cover the eventual 
repayment. 

The assessor pointed out 
that less than 2000 older per¬ 
sons are taking advantage of 
the postponement program at 
this time. 

“In this period of tight 
money and high prices,’’ said 
the assessor, “I believe many 
more senior citizens could 
benefit from a postponement 
of these property taxes, es¬ 
pecially those who are retired 
and living on fixed incomes. 

1 want to make sure that 
everyone who is eligible is 
aware of this opportunity. 


“The postponement works 
this way. If you are over 62 
(or will be by December 31), 
live in your own home, have 
income of less than $33,600 
a year, you may elect to defer 
your property taxes. The State 
will pay them for you, in ef¬ 
fect, ‘lending’ you and your 
property the funds at a 7% 
interest rate. This low interest 
‘loan’ need be re-paid only in 
the event of a change in the 
ownership of the property 
(either through sale or at the 
time of death), or if the 
amount of taxes and interest 
should become greater than 
your equity in the property.” 

The filing period for this 
program is open until Dec. 10 
for taxes which will become 
due in December of 1982. 
Claim booklets may be re¬ 
quested from the State Con¬ 
troller’s Office at 800-952-5661.

There is ample reason for all 
citizens of California to be 
concerned about U.S. Labor 
Department reports showing 
unemployment in the con¬ 
struction industry hitting all 
time highs. 

In California alone 59,000 
construction jobs have been 
lost in the past year. 

While California’s overall 
unemployment rate stands at 
about nine percent, construc¬ 


tion unemployment nationally 
is nearly 20 percent. 

When World War 11 ended 
in 1945 and we had thousands 
of people looking for civilian 
jobs, major public works pro¬ 
jects such as highways, ports 
and dams were created.

Today we have the oppo¬ 
site — a ruinous economy, 
high unemployment and in¬ 
terest rates that ate too high.
